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Citizens Turn Out to Support Police; 
Council Extends Lake Concession

Just as the October 6 meeting of the city council of Greenbelt 
produced a great deal of negative public comment on the conduct 
of some members of the Greenbelt police department, the October 
20 meeting brought out many citizens who praised the officers 
for their professionalism and respect for individual rights.

A Talk With the Chief 

At the October 6 meeting of the Greenbelt city council, 
questions referring to Greenbelt Police Department procedures 
were raised. In an effort to clarify the situation, Police Chief 
William T. Lane readily agreed to answer a series of questions 
from Greenbelt News Review reporters Elaine Skolnik and Bar¬ 
bara Likowski. Lane, a 22 year veteran as a law enforcement 
officer, has been chief of the Greenbelt police force since 1964. 

Q. What procedures does the Greenbelt Police Department follow 
when arresting juveniles? 

A. After the police department makes an arrest of a juvenile (under 
18), there is a conference with the parent to determine if the 
matter can be handled locally without involving the county De¬ 
partment of Juvenile Services or the courts. Many factors enter 
into this decision such as the seriousness of the offense and the 
past record. Under State law, if the police department decides 
to charge a youngster, a juvenile petition is sent to DJS in 
Hyattsville where an intake officer determines the disposition of 
the case, such as whether or not there should be a court hearing. 
Sometimes, it is advisable to send the petition to Juvenile Court 
where psychological services or other special treatment and 
detention can be ordered. 

Q. Can you elaborate on how parents are brought into the process? 

A. When a minor (under 18) is picked up and brought to the station, 
we immediately notify his or her parents. They can stay through¬ 
out the interrogation process, unless, and it has happened, they 
become abusive and uncooperative, in which case we request 
that they wait in another room. The parent is required to sign 
a juvenile petition (release) to gain custody of the child and ta 
guarantee the minor’s appearance in court should it be necessary 
that he or she go to court. If parents won’t do this, the youngster 
is sent to DJS in Hyattsville and has a hearing the following day. 
Sometimes a parent says he or she cannot control the youngster 
and the child may then be placed by DJS in a foster home or 
other arrangement is made. 

Q. What is the procedure for those persons 18 and over? 

A. They are legally adults and parents are not notified unless the 
person in custody requests it. 

Q. Could you tell us more about the juvenile petition that a parent 
is asked to sign? 

A. The petition release which is sent to DJS, describes the charge 
against the youngster. It is confidential and not a matter of 
public record. In all cases another form, J-l, is filled out and kept 
on file. This also is not a public record. When we feel the 
offense is minor, when a youngster was not in trouble before, 
when there is parental cooperation, the matter may be handled 
without any written forms. 

Q. One of the complaints made at the October 6 meeting was that 
the police were engaged in harassing tactics by ticketing and 
arresting the same individuals. What basis is there for this? 

A. What is termed harassment by some may be simply a reflection 
of the fact that in a community of our size the same police officer 
has to deal with the same persons. For example, we get com¬ 
plaints from Center Mall, where it does happen that the same 
individuals are often picked up. Here we run into a problem 
caused by the fact that in most instances we do not get official 
word of the previous disposition of a case by DJS. Without this 
knowledge, it is frustrating to know how to handle these indi¬ 
viduals when they are picked up again by the police. 

Q. Are minors placed in the detention area “cage” as a routine 
matter? 

A. No, but each case becomes a judgmental matter. Our police 
station is cramped. Many functions are performed in the squad 
room where the detention area is located. The squad room is a 
work area - roll call training takes place here, we interview 
persons in custody and until recently we took photos of suspects. 
Prior to having a detention area, we have had instances where 
suspects have stolen the dispatcher’s purse, damaged the equip¬ 
ment, tried to escape etc. We need to have a secure place to keep 
unruly subjects from harming themselves as well as others. Other¬ 
wise, we would need an additional officer to watch the subject 
while another officer is writing up a report. This is especially 
the case with those under the influence of drugs or alcohol. 

Q. What is the policy with respect to handcuffing and frisking? 

A. Again, it is a judgmental matter, though we have extensive 
regulations. Any restraint is a hard thing to spell out — it 
depends on circumstances, age, physical state, type of incident, 
etc. For example, we may have to apply restraint in the case of 
a drunk who could hurt himself or an officer. 

Q. At the October 6 meeting there was some confusion over whether 
the carrying of a bucknife was legal? Can you clarify this? 

A. In my opinion bucknives are deadly weapons whether concealed 
or not and the court has convicted those carrying them. We be¬ 
lieve they are carried by many as a status symbol and to defy offi 
cers after being warned against them. They are just as danger¬ 
ous as a gun and we don’t want persons congregating in the 
center, where fights do break out, to be carrying them. Many 
complaints, as'in the case of bucknives are directed at the law 
and it is not fair to criticize the officer who is enforcing the law. 

Q. Were you surprised at the number of persons who packed the 
October 6 meeting? 

A. Yes. It is not easy to maintain lines of communication with 
those who have had the most frequent contact with the police. 
It must be remembered that these are persons who have the 
most negative attitude toward the police. But, as I have said 
before, we are anxious to investigate all complaints and answer 
questions. Since the council meeting I have written to request 
a meeting with many citizens who were at the Oct. 6 meeting. 
I have met with six. Appointments with police personnel may 
be made by calling, writing or appearing in person at the police 
station. Incidentally, we also get complaints from Greenbelters 
charging that we do not enforce the law as vigorously as we 
should. For example the business proprietors in town complain of 
the vandalism in the center and the rowdyism that takes place - 
the drinking of beer and littering of cans, smoking marijuana, 
purse snatchings, etc. 


Many short and long-term resi¬ 
dents of the city related a number 
of positive encounters they had 
had with the police and Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane. Several indicated, con¬ 
trary to what was stated at the 
October 6 meeting, that Chief Lane 
had always been accessible to them 
via the telephone. Others praised 
the department for the speed with 
which an officer arrived when 
summoned to the scene of a crime 
or accident. Some citizens, having 
received a ticket for speeding, felt 
they were treated in a very cour¬ 
teous manner. 

Only one person stood up to say 
that her teen-age daughter had no 
respect for the Greenbelt police 
and would not go to them if she 
had any problems. Another person 
countered that statement by obser¬ 
ving that respect for the police 
was often a matter which origin¬ 
ates in the home and family, and 
if it is lacking there, then the 
children grow up without respect 
for the law regardless of the be¬ 
havior of the police officers. 

Officer David Fulgham spoke on 
behalf of the Fraternal Order of 
Police and extended to Chief Lane 
and the city council the FOP’s full 
cooperation and assistance in de¬ 
termining if any of the allegations 
were well-founded or frivolous. He 
noted that the Policeman’s Bill of 
Rights allowed an officer to sue an 
individual who formally made ma¬ 
licious or unfounded charges. 

All individuals who spoke before 
council upheld their faith in the 
professionalism of the department, 
but stated that if there were one 
or two officers who were found to 
be unprofessional in their conduct, 
then these officers should not re¬ 


main on the force. 

Allen Lenchek, legal director for 
the Prince George’s American Civil 
Liberties Union, took issue with 
the statement of city manager 
James Giese which was printed in 
the News Review October 9, which 
stated, in part, that “If . . . the 
facts indicate that an allegation 
is unfounded every effort shall be 
made to rectify the damage done 
by the making of an unfounded al¬ 
legation.” 

Lenchek felt that this promise 
“To rectify the damage done . . 
constituted a threat of a legal suit 
against the individual and there¬ 
fore discouraged citizens from fil¬ 
ing such complaints. Lenchek cal¬ 
led on Giese and the city council 
to dispel these fears of retaliation. 

Giese responded that he was on¬ 
ly making people aware of the fact 
that an officer had a right to sue 
if he felt his reputation had been 
damaged, but that the city could 
not and would not become a party 
to that suit or otherwise support 
the suit. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld also felt 
that the statement meant that if 
an officer was unjustly accused 
and these accusations were pub¬ 
lished, then the officer was entitled 
to a like amount of good publicity. 

Lake Park Concession 

Two petitions and a number of 
citizens also turned out for Mon¬ 
day's meeting to recite their ap¬ 
proval of the concession stand at 
the Lake Park and to ask council 
to renew the lease of the Resent 
operators for both the Lake Park 
stand and the swimming pool 
stand. Mr. and Mrs. Duane Bow¬ 
man were cited bv numerous in-

dividuals for their concern for 
Greenbelters. It was pointed 
out the Bowmans employed 
young Greenbelters in their 
business, that they sponsored two 
races at the L*ake at some per¬ 
sonal expense, that they barely 
made a profit, and that the stand 
itself was a restraining influence in 
the park in that someone was al¬ 
ways there looking out for 
the interests of the city and the 
safety, particularly, of boaters. 
Many citizens felt that the recrea¬ 
tional benefits accrued from the 
boating and bik e rentals were im¬ 
portant and off-set the fact that 
the more benefits provided at the 
Lake Park, the more outsiders 
would be drawn with their accom¬ 
panying noise and trash. 

Some Lakeside residents replied 
that, while they did not object to 
the concession stand as such, they 
felt the city was not doing enough 
to stem the commercialism and 
overcrowding at the Lake Park. 
In addition, on e person felt the 
Lake Park was not getting the 
attention other grounds in the city 
were receiving. Giese replied that 
all his attempts to improve the ap¬ 
pearance of the park were rejected 
on tile basis that more improve¬ 
ments would attract more outsid¬ 
ers, so his policy was to maintain 
the Lake area in its present con¬ 
dition. 

The lease for the Lake Park 
concession was extended by council 
on a year to year basis. No expan¬ 
sion of the stand or installation of 
concrete dock is intended by the 
Bowmans or the city council. 

Beltway Plaza 

Dennis P, Dolan appeared before 
council cn behalf of the Beltway 
Development Corp. to ask council’s 
approval of a petition to rezone 
about 24 acres of land at Beltway 
Plaza from 1-1 and C-2 (industrial) 
to C-G (commercial). Most of the 
acreage is west of Cherrywood 
Lane. 

The Advisory Planning Beard had 
recommended no action pending a 
plan of development, detailing 
benefits to the community to ac¬ 
crue from the rezoning. Dolan 
replied that until a tenant, prefera¬ 
bly a large department store, is 
found, a plan cannot be put forth 
because the tenant specifies his 
needs before the plan is developed. 
Giese recommended approval of the 
rezoning, even though a plan would 
be desirable, because commercial 
zoning in the area would be pref¬ 
erable to industrial. 

Council voted 3-1 against ap¬ 
proval of the change, echoing the 
sentiments of the APB. Tom White, 
Richard Pilski and Weidenfeld vo¬ 
ted against; Charles Schwan for, 
and Richard Castaldi was absent. 
The petition next goes to the Zon¬ 
ing Hearing Examiner with the 
city’s comments.
